THE CODE OF CIVIL PROCEDURE (AMENDMENT)

An Act further to amend the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-fourth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. This Act may be called the Code of Civil Procedure (Amendment) Short 
Act, 1973. title.

"109. Subject to the provisions in Chapter IV of Part V of the when 
Constitution and such rules as may, from time to time, be made appeal* 
by the Supreme Court regarding appeals from the Courts of India, He to the 
and to the provisions hereinafter contained, an appeal shall lie to 
the Supreme Court from any judgment, decree or final order In a

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(ti) that in the opinion of the High Court the said question 
needs to be decided by the Supreme Court.’’, 

3. Section 110 of the said Cede shall be omitted. 


4. In the First Schedule to the said Code,— 

(1) In Order XLV,— 

(a) in rule 3 , for sub-rule (J), the following lub-rule diall 
be substituted, namely; — 

“(I) Every petition shall state the grounds of appeal 
and pray for a certificate— 

(i) that the case involves a substantial question of 
law of general importance, and 

(ii) that in the opinion of the Court the said queft- 
tlon needs to be decided by the Supreme Court.”; 

(b) rules 4 and 5 shall be omitted; 

(2) In Appendix G, in Form No. 12, for the portion beginning 
with the words “Take notice” and ending with the words “the 
Supreme Court.”, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Take notice that.has applied to 

this Court for a certificate— 

(i) that the case involvea a substantial question of law of 
general Importance, and 

(ii) that in the opinion of this Court the said question 
needs to be decided by the Supreme Court,”
